Shrapnel sprayed the international 
settlement, causing a considerable 
number of civilian casualties,

Establishment of a basic 
minimum wage for men 
| throughout the province 
and applicable to all indus- 
tries as the initial step ina 
progressive government 
program to assure “just 
and equitable wages” was 
announced on Friday by 
Hon. Ernest C. Manning, 
minister of trade and in- 
dustry. Announcement was 
made following a cabinet 
meeting, which lasted from 


10 a.m. until 1:45 p.m. 
Determined to carry out 
the improvement of — con- 


ditions for workers through- 
out this province, Hon. Mr. 
Manning declared that “It is 
the intention of the govern- 
ment to establish in the very 
near future a_ province-wide 
basic minimum wage for all 
male employees, under the 
Alberta Male Minimum Wage 
Act of 1936. 

“Schedules already are before 
the Board of Industrial Relations 
and the cabinet, and the whole 
matter is receiving most careful 
consideration, In preparing these 
schedules we have gathered infor- 
mation from all parts of Canada 
and the United States.” 

The minister pointed out that the 
| edhididtitins will be based upon the 


number of hours of employmen 
per week, permitted by the Hours 
of Work Act and will range from 
45 hours to 54, which is the large 
number that males can rk le 
the Hours of Work Act, 
BASIC MINIMUM 

“Rates to be established will re 
present a basic minimum,” he said 
but there no limit as to how 
high they can go.’

HALIFAX, Sept. 10—Delegates to 
the 52nd annual conference of the 
Women's Auxiliary of the Mission- 
ary Society of the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada were toid at the 
concluding sessions by Rt. Rev. L. 
| R. Sherman, Bishop of Calgary, that 
| “We often do more for other people 
| than we do for our own people,” 
and the church should strengthen its 
home base. 

“I do not believe the future lies 
| in the igloos of Eskimos or on In- 
| dian reservations,” the speaker de- 
clared in stressing his point that 
more time and effort should be 
given to home affairs 

His lordship said at this par- 
ticular time there was an atmos- 
Phere of “uncertainty and inse- 
curity” existing in the western 
province of Alberta. Reference 
was made to the ‘Suddenness, the 
unexpectedness and unreasonable- 
ness” of actions of the provincial 
legislature and experiments be- 
| ing carried on in Alberta were 
| regarded “with apprehension.” 


The situation might develop into 
a perilous one for the church, the 
Bishop of Calgary declared.
